Photographs In Saskatchewan 

Flying a Viekers-Viking hydroplane, 
four members of the topographical

Deaf Educated At 
Washington College 


Only Schop! Where Deaf Child With 
No Education Can Enter 

The ‘Columba Institution of the 
Deaf, more commonly known 4s Gal-. 
laudet College, 1s described by its offi- 
clals as the only school of its kind 
in the world which provides higher 
education for the deaf and the only 
institution in which a deaf child, with 
no formal education whatever, may 
enter and in the course of years be 
graduated with a well-rounded educa- 
tion and @ collegiate degree. 

The school was founded by Amos 
Kendall, a distinguished statesman of 
his time, who in 1856 donated a house 
and three acres of land from his es- 
tate in Northeast Washington, and 
employed Edmard Miner Gallaudet, of 
Hartford, Conn., as principal. A year 
later an act of incorporation of the 
school was obtained from Congress 
through the efforts of Mr. Kendall and 
his friends, and from the™beginning it 


was provided that the Government 
give financial assistance to the 
school. 


President Lincoln, on April 8, 1864, 
signed an act giving the school the 
power to grant collegiate degrees. 
Since then some 1,400 students have 
been enrolled and more than 400 have 
received bachelor’s degrees. The col- 
lege department first was open only to 
young men, but since 1887 young wo-+ 
men also have been admitted. The 
course is fixed at five years, the first 
a preparatory yerr required to finish 
the preparation of students entering 
from schools for the deaf. throughout 
the country. Admission to the col- 
lege is by examination and, as a rule, 
some 30 states are annually represent- 
in the student body. 

The young men maintain baseball, 
football and basketball teams, using 
hand signals, ani are conspicuous fig- 
ures in athletics throughout the mid- 
die Atlantic section. The college also 
has wrestling, te inis amd track aggre- 
gations. 

Many of Gallaudet’s graduates have 
become teachers of, the deaf through- 
out the country, some even establish- 
ing schools in the southern and wést- 
ern states.

Scientific American Investigated 
Electronic Reactions Idea of Late

The electronic reactions theory of 
the late Dr. Abrams, of San Francisco, 
was pronounced unfounded in a report 
by a special investigation committee 
of The Scientific American, The re- 
port followed a year of inquiry.

dew, together with some measure of 
sunshine intensity. In consequence 
of the immense numbers of vartleties 
needed to speci"y the weather history 
of a crop it would not be easy to ob- 
tain formulae from past records. Such 
formulae would be practically useless 
because even daia wholly unrelated 
to the weather could equally easily be 
80 expressed, In fact, a short series 
of crop statistics lend“themselves to 
the evaluation of apparent effects’ ot 
‘weather upon the crops. What was 
needed at the present time, he said, 
was a solid foundation of facts based 
upon reality, extensive data and quite 
simple meteorolozical factors, 
In showing th» action of rain as in- 
* dicated in manurial conditions, upon 
the screen with the aid of slides, he 
stated that the data gave more than 
seventy years of wheat records from 
experimental plots covering a wide 
variety of manurial treatments. 
For almost the whole of the series 
_ detafled rain data was available. 
“The main object of agricultural re- 
search,”. said Prof, Fisher, “is to 
enable the practical farmer to in- 


créase his crop without © increasing. 


his cost, It is in fact not a problem 
of bumper’ ercp production, but 
adaptation. The very variable weather 
of. most districts is the greatest ob- 
stacle in the way of an accurate adap- 
tation of farming methods to the local 
conditions. 

“In the second place,” he continued, 
““a knowledge of the different — re- 
sponsesrto weatiier and manurial con- 
ditions,’ and these differences ar 
great, could enable-the farmer to adapt 
his manurial treaiment to the clima- 
tie and seasoning conditions under 
which his crop has to grow. — It will, 
fn fact, enable him to mitigate the 
losses of a bad season or to exploit 
the advantages o! a good one. 

“Finally, weather studies are intim- 
‘ately related to the improvement of 
varieties. . The problem before the 
plant breeder is to obtain varieties 
susceptible to regions. Here it is 
again the differential response - to 
weather of different varieties which 
must guide the agriculturist in as- 
signing to the best existing varieties 

“their approximate geographical prov- 
inces. - We must find out not only 
which variety is best, but where it is 
best. : 

“The results obtained so far have 
depended upon the immensely long 
records of a singie station. ~How can 
we obiain information bearing upon 
the practical problems of other dis- 
tricts without waiting for the accumu- 
lation of seventy years of new data? 
This is a problem in research organ- 
ization.

| Canada Has Immense 


Resources In Coal 


Exhaustion of Supplies ts 
Remote 

Attention was directed during recent 
scientific gatherings In England to the 
possibility that the coal resources 
of the British Empire may be exhaust- 
‘ed within a few centuries. 
Canada is concerned such a contin- 
gency seems to be remote. For many 
years the Canad.an Geological Survey 
has been investigating the coal fields 
of the Dominion, and it has been esti- 
mated that the reserve of coal 
amounts to more than 1,000,000,000,000 
tons larggly lignite, but Including over 
250,000,000,006 tons of” bituminous 
coals. Though the greater part of the 
various coal fields has been studied in 
a general way, yet their extent is so 
great that detailed investigations by 
the Geological Survey have been lim- 
ited to a relatively small part of the 
whole. The great extent of the Can- 
adian coal fields is apparent when it is 
realized: that. basins of coal-béearing 
strata extend almost continuously for 
a Tength of 700 miles within the east- 
ern part of the Rocky Mountains and 
adjoining foothills The coals of this 
region are largely bituminous or semi- 
anthracite and seams ten to fifteen 
feet in thickness are common, In 
addition, thousands of square miles of 
the prairie country” of Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba are under- 
lain by strata holding Avorkable seams 
of lignite and ™bituminous coals, and 
important coal fieids occur in British 
Columbia both in the interior and on 
the Pacific coast, while highly devel- 
oped coal fields occur in the east in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, in 
some cases at tide water. 


Mineral Matter For Hogs 


Experiments Show Cheaper Gains 
Made When Mineral Matter Was 
Fed 

An experiment in hog feeding has 
been carried om at the Experimental 
arm at Agassiz. B.C., to determine 
the influence of feeding mineral mat- 
ter to hogs. The mineral mixture 
consisted: of ground bone meal 8 
pounds, ground charedal 5 pounds, 
ground rock phosphate 5 pounds and 
salt 3 pounds. - This mixture was fed 
at the rate of 3 per cent. of the grain 
ration. The other foods consisted ot 
a mixture of shorts, four parts, and one 
part each of corn meal, chopped oats 
and choppes barley. The results 
showed that. In every fnstance where 
the mineral was fed, greater and 
cheaper gains Weie made. Some ot 
the lots received boiled potatoes in 
addition to the other feeds. It is re- 
ported by Mr. W. H. Hicks, the Super- 
intendent, who conducted the experi- 
ment, that the po.atoes apparently had 
‘a good effect, especially on the health 
of the pigs, more particularly in rela- 
tion to rheumatism, as no stiffness was 
present in any of ihe pens where*pota- 
toes were fed. Some of the pigs were 
fed regularly at meal time, while 
other pens had acess to self feeders. 
The pigs that had free access to the 
self feeders and receivd no mineral 
were the greatest sufferers from rheu- 
matism. :

Americans Beginning té Realize That 
Well-Being of Nation Bound Up 
With Rest of the World 

It is many years since an American 
Senator asked scornfully, “What have 
we to do wiih abroad?” That spirit 
may persist in a few of our country- 


men, but the inoxorable fact of inter-], 


national relations—the economic facts, 
if no other—are making ft clear to all 
Americans, except those afflicted with | 
judicial blindness, that our well-being | 
is increasingly bound up with that of} 
the rest of the world. The large and! 
increasing stake which America has | 
abroad is Indicated by the extent of | 
American investment in foreign secur- 
ities. These are conveniently sum- 
marized, as drawn from successive re- 
ports of the Mederal Reserve Board, in 
an article published in The Current 
History Magazine for “August. The 
best estimate is that ten years ago 
American holdings of foreign securi- 
ties did not exceed $400,000,000, But 
between August, 1914, and January, 
1919, foreign bonds were floated in the 
United States to the extent of $3,500,- 
000,000. During the period January, 
1919, to January, 1924, the total of for- 
eign bonds floated in the United States 
Was $3,250,000,000. These . latter 
transactions wér2 doubtless in part re- 
funding operations, but even. so the 
outstanding tota! represents a great 
sum on which it is safe to say that the 
interest is larger than our entire for- 
eign investment cf 1914. Yet. there 
are some blear-eyed Americans who 
cannot see what business American 
bankers and American public officers 
have in London trying to bring about 
industrial. and financial stability. in 
Europe!—-The New York Times. 


Good Farming Counts 


Alberta Man Has Proved Value Of 
Consistent Cultivation «+ 

R. K. Bohannan, an Alberta farmer 
who originally came from Illinois, 
U.S.A., and is now 73 years old, tells 
how he has successfully raised .trops 
in a district affected in some years by 
dry conditions. He lives at Sibbald, 
Alberta, in-which district in 1922 light 
yields were obtained. After the crop 
of that year, Mr. Bohannan. wrote to 
the Hanna Herald as follows: “I don't 
know whether I am farming in the 
driest. part of Alberta or not, but we 
have raised at our place by our system 
from 20 to 30 bushels of wheat per 
acre for the past {wo seasons, and the 
lowest yield we ever had on the farm 
in eleven years was in 1914, by the old 
system, when we raised 17 bushels per 
acre, and we have raised as high as 30 
bushels of wheat and 100 bushels of 
oats per acre. So why should I not 
think this the best country in North 
America?” 

This year Mr. Bohannan confidently 
predicts he will have a yield of 25 
bushels of wheat to the acre. The 
‘main feature of Mr. Bohannan’s sys- 
tem of farming is consistent cultiva- 
tion. — :

Many varieties\of Fish Being Depleted 
By Over-Fishing 
The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior. says: 


Canadian fisheries are remarkable 
for the number and variety of the 
species, Many of these have been 


developed commercially, but there are 
also many specler that are not being 
used. There are. a few varieties 
which, unfortunately, have to bear the 
brunt of the demand, and this has 
been the catise, in the past, of such 
intensive fishing: that it has led to the 
depletion, asd, in some cases, almost 
extinction of the favored variety. 

*It is but a comnaratively few years 
since the Sturgeon was abundant in 
Canadian lakes and streams. Today 
it is the most valuable fish found in 
Canadian waters, due to over-fishing. 
The one-tinre. famous sturgeon fisher- 


es of the Lake of the Woods and Nia- 


gara River are things of the past, and 
today the taking of a siurgeon of what 
was at one time a normal size is the 
occasion for a press report. The July 
issue of the Canadian Fisherman rec- 
ords two of these fish taken. One 
was taken on the Miramicsi River in 
New Brunswick which weighed 300 
pounds an] contuined 72 pounds of 
caviar, valued at $2 per pound. The 
comment of the correspondent on this 
catch tells its own story when he 
says: “A sturgeon is a very rare sight 
on the Miramichi, none having been 
seen for some years.” ‘The other fish 
was taken near ‘Sarnia, Ontario, and 
weighed 150 pouids, valued at $60. 

The* annual catch of sturgeon, as 
shown by the reports of the Depart- 
ment of Marine aod Fisheries, amount- 
ed to 1,036,400 pounds in 1910. ~The 
1922 figures tell the story of the rapid 
extinttion of the sturgeon, with a total 
of 335,100 pounds taken, notwithstand~ 
ing the inducement of a market price 
of over thirty cents per pound, Over- 
fishing shas had its ineyitable result, 
and the sturgeoa is rapidly becoming 
a luxury species. .—

South Sea Islands commerce centres 
around the production of copra. 
Copra is simpl® the dried kernel of 
the ripe cocoanut. From the time 
of planting cocoanuts until a crop 
is harvested is about seven years in 
the western Pacific groups. It is. es- 
timated in Tonga that one tree will

Planting Currants 


Fall of the Year Best Time to Set Out 
Young Plants 

The best time to plant currants ts 
in the autumn, says the Dominion 
Horticulturist, Mr. W. T. Macoun, who 
continues: If planied in the spring 
they will probably have sprouted 
somewhat before planting, and on this 
account thelr growth ir the first sea- 
son will be checked.

_tluminated Lifebuoys 
Lifebuoys are to be equipped with 
self-igniting water lights, so that in 
the case of un accident at night the 
victim can see the lifeébuoy, and swim 
to it.

An interesting experiment 
chemical destruction of weeds has 
been reported from near Chartres, 
France, A dilute solution of sulphurte 
acid in water was applied early this 
season to a field of young wheat, con- 
taining about an acre, and the result 
is slated to have been the practically 
complete killing of all weeds, while 
the wheat itself has not only escaped 
injury, but seems to have been, stimu- 
lated to more vigorous growth.

MUZZLING THE PRESS

Insects Destroy Forests 


Undermining of Timber Reserves 
Result of Ravages of Pests 
“Forests In Canada have. been dam 
aged by Insects to the extent of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of value 
during the past fifteen years,” said 
J M.- Swaine, associate dominion 
entomologist, in his address to the 
agriculiure. section of the British 
association Blame for. this under- 
mining of timber reserves can be as- 
signed geographically definite in- 
sects, as follows: “The spruce bud- 
worm in Quebec end New Brunswick, 
the western pine bark beetles in the 
pines of British Columbia, the spruce 
bark beetles in of Quebec, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, the larch 
sawfly Br rn Canada to Nor 
thern Alberta, and the white pine wee- 

vil in Eastern Canada, 

“The COntrot of extensive epidemics 
of forest insects can be effected by 
direct methods in the of out- 
breaks caused by bark beetles and 
wood borers,” the speaker stated. 

But there is no satisfactory method 
at present of controlling defoliating 
insects in large forest areas. 

Distribution of poisoned dust from 
aeroplanes may prove an. effective 
remedy for this menace to forests.

‘Find Old US. Patent 


Issued In 1791 For New Way Of 
Printing Type 

A copy of the fourth patent grant- 
ed to an American inyentor has been 
discovered by Commissioner of Pat- 
ents Thonmias E. Robertson, 

When the decument was. issued. in 
1791, there was no patent office. All 
inventions were approyed by the 
President, countcrsigned by the sec- 
retary of state and the attorney- 
general and delivered by the secre- 
tary of state to the applicant. 

This rare document, accordingly 
bears the signature of George Wash- 
ington, President; Thomas Jefferson, 
Secretary of State; and Edmund Ran- 
dolph, Attorney-Generesl. 

The patent was issued to Francis 
Batley of Philadelphia, for new kinds 
of punches and matrices for print- 
ing types. There are no Copies of 
the first, second and third patents.

Appendix By, Lord Jellicoe Most 
". Interesting Part of Admiralty 
Publication 

At last the Admiralty have issued 
their oficial account of the Battle of 
Jutland, but fnstead of putting an 
end.to controversy it will probably in- 
crease it. Jutland 's one of those 
historical events about the details of 
which people of leisure will continue 
to Write books and pamphlets for the 
next century, They have already be- 
gun it in America. A great naval ac- 
tion is a complex affair, and, apart 
from the general strategy, there ~ is 
infinite room for honest differences 
of opinion on the details. There were 
bound to be decrepancies in the varl- 
ous ship's records as to times and 
ranges and bearings, and the Admir- 
alty profess to have adjusted these 
discrepancies by means of ‘‘eriter- 
fons of possibility and probability.” 
But those are not exact criterions, they 
differ with every expert, and we are as 
far away as ever from objective truth. 
The ordinary men will content him- 
self with a knowledge of the general 
features of the battle, which, happily, 
are beyond doubt. The most inter- 
esting part of the Admiralty publica- 
tions is the appendix by Lord Jellicoe, 
who vigorously controverts: many of 
the findings. Lord Jellicoe, repre- 
sents, of course, a different view of 
naval battle strategy from that held 
by the present First Sea Lord, but the 
controversy Is not on this point but on 
certain details of the action. Lord 
Jellicoe, for example, defends Admiral 
Evan Thomas against the criticism 
that he @elayed briging the Tifth Bat- 
tle Squadron into action at the same 
time as the Battle Cruisers. The Ad- 
miralty allege that for an hour after 


more than six miles apart; Lord Jelll- 
coe says that this is correct only “if 
the Third Light Cruiser Squadron and 
the Fourth Scout Group are consider- 
ed to represent the British and Ger- 
man fleets, but wholly inaccurate when 
applied to the majn' bodies.” It may 
be mentioned that the Admiralty take 
a very different view of the move- 
ments of the Ge-man fleet from that 
given in the book of Admiral Scheer. 
The new publication does not do much 
in the way of presenting to the ordin- 
ary reader a clearer picture of Jut- 
land, by far the best account of which 
is still that contained in Sir Julian 
Corbett’s third vulume of the Official 
History.

Unearthed By Marsh Expedition

This queer frog, says Charles M. 
Breder, Jr., of Newark, an icthyolo- 
gist of the American Museum of Na- 
tural History, builds a dam in front 
of the hollow he has selected and 
when the water seeps through to make 
a lagoon he sits and chants a love song 
until a lady frog*‘appears to join him 
in his “apartment.” 

Another species of frog was found 
that, with its mate, kicked up a tre- 
mendous froth of. water so that the 
bubbles covered the eggs and these 
were sealed with a viscous fiuld. When 
the dry season arrives the tadpoles 
‘have plenty of water to develop in and 
later the torrential rains break the 
bubbles and releave the tiny frogs to 
& more venturesome existence. a 

Mr. Breder describes the piranha, 
a species of man-eating sardines so 
vicious that a school of them. quick- 
ly devours anyone“who falls . over- 
board: He himself, bathing, felt 
hundreds of nips on his legs and 
body and his efforts at splashing to 
frighten the assailants served only to 
make them concentrate their attack. 
He tells of a fresh-water flying fish 
three inches long, as thick as blotting 
paper, and of an armored fish the na- 
tives cook in its shell and eat much 
like a crab. ; 

He said the inierlor Indians were 
gentle and kindly, except when 
drunk on liquor made from maize 
chewed to a pulp by the most beauti- 
ful of the village maidens, Their 
manner of fishing is to dive after the 
quarry and Mr. Breder says even the 
most game Panama bass cannot es- 
cage them.

Chinese-Rain God 


r Breaking Long Spell 
Of Drouth 

The first rainfall of any consequence 

in Peking and vicinity during the 

present year occurred May 21. It

There {s little of the unusual fn the 
above facts. Springs are apt to be 
dry in North China. The noteworthy 
feature is the fact that the rainfall 
coincided with a solemn ceremony per- 
Yormed in Peking to Yu’ Shen, the god 
of rain. 

Prompted by the distress of agri- 

culturists whose crops’ have been all 
but ruined by the drouth, Peking offi- 
clals and religidus bodies issued an in- 
vitation to the officials of Shantung to 
send to the capital a historical fron 
tablet of the Ming dynasty which is 
sald to have arecord for producing 
rain. According to a story which Is 
widely accepted by the Chinese, @# 
magistrate of Hantanhsien, Shantung, 
in the days of the Ming emperors, be- 
came so concerned over the sufferings 
of his people because of drouth that 
he cast himself into a well as a sacri- 
fice. to the gods. On the following 
day rain fell and the drouth was brok- 
en. : 
Out of gratitude for their deliver- 
ance the people built. a temple and 
enshrined in it an iron tablet inscrib- 
ed with the nam> of their martyr and 
a record of his deed. 
peror, when the facts were related to 
him, was so impressed that he con- 
ferred upon the magistrate’s name the 
title Yu Shen. In the year following 
the tablet has been brought at inter- 
vals to Peking when the necessity for 
appealing to the rain god became 
acute, as tn the present instance. 
’ A day or two ago the tablet arrived. 
It was reverently placed in a yellow 
sedan chair, a relic of the imperial 
days. and with much ceremony borne 
to a temple inside the Forbidden City. 
There a ceremony was enacted before 
it with incense and kowtowing exact- 
ly as was done in the imperial days. 
Officials of the Boy Emperor's court 
and of the republic participated side 
by side. :

The other conces- 
sion, not less valuable, is that cars of 
fruit by ‘express may be opened for 
delivery twice enroute to final destin- 
ation point. The effect of these ar- 
rangements is to facilitate movement 
of the crop promptly and hold down 
the cost of transportation, which in 
turn affects the consumers price. 

The average net price received by 
growers for apples last season was 
about 40 cents per box, or some varie- 
ties aseffigh as 70 cents was paid the | 
growers, but plenty of apples did not 
bring more than 30 cents. The aver- 
age cost for packing and shipping is 
found to be 70 cents, which includes 
administration charges. This ques- 
tion is-being made the subject of a 
special inquiry by Major Duncan for 
the Federal Department of Labor.

in the desert. Their horses, over- 
come with the drought, died, and the 
pioneers flung ‘themselves on the 
merey of the natives. These unfor- 
tunates have no power to own land 
and no privileges of any kind. They 
are virtually serfs to the natives, 

The natives are rich both in cattle 
and land. They carry rifles, but 
the whites are not permitted to pos- 
sess firearms. Chief Sebels -dis- 
penses justice to all his tribe—the 
Bechuana—who are recognized. as the 
aristocracy of the Kalahari, — 

The Kalahari desert forms the 
western part of British Bechuana- 
land, and is about 120,000 square miles 
in extent. It was first crossed by Dr. 
David Livinbstone in 1849.
